PIONEER ENGINEER DEAD 


Thomas Doane, Inventor, Engineer, 


and Promoter, Connected with 


the Tunnel Passes Away* 


REDUCED TEE RATE. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 23—Thomas Doauc, 


who died late last 
night in 
West 


Townsend, Ohio, was born where he will 
be buried, Monday, in Orleans, September 
20,1S21. He was the son of John Doane 
who was the originator in this country of 
"forest culture" and who filled many im- 
portant public offices. 


The career of Mr. Doane covers a wide 


field of engineering usefulness, and he 
may safely be designated as the pioneer 
of compressed air in this country. In 
following his profession of civil engineer- 
ing and surveying he was identified in a 
conspicuous manner with the Windsor, 
White Eiver division of the Vermont 
Central railroad, the Cheshire railroad at 
Wnlpole, N. H., and the Boston and 
Maine railroad. 5 


lu 1S69 he 
built 241 miles of railroad 


on the entension of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy railroad, and located and 
named all the towns on the extension. 
While in Nebraska he established Doane 
college at Crete, 20 miles west of Lincoln. 
He was alao engaged in the reconstruc- 
tion of the Troy & Greenfield railroad. 


In 1875 he was appointed consulting and 


acting chief engineer of the Northern 
Pacific railroad and located the Pence 
Uorville division of the road across the 
Columbia plains in Washington territory 
and parts of the Missouri division in 
Dakota. The entire road was built under 
specifications written by Mr. Doane.. 


It was in his connection with the Hoo- 


sac Tunnel that Mr. Doane devoted him- 
self to the perfecting of compressed air 
machinery. As chief engineer he located 
the line of the tunnel, built the dam in 
the jjeerfield river to furnish water power 
for compressing air and for a machinery 
shop and in this work introduced nitro 
glycerine and successful electric simulta- 
neous blasting for the first time in this 
country. He had a large share in invent- 
ing the pneumatic drill and their car- 
riages used there. 


As early as 1873 Mr. Doane proposed a 


compressed air power plant to do away 
with endless number of boilers and fires 
that are used in closely built cities, Mr 
Doane aied at a ripe old age, doing work 
in the same room where he took his ap> 
prenticeship.

HOW GREAT BRITAIN MIGHT HELP. 


Official Statement About the 


Conference In London. 


London, Oct. 23.—The correspondence 


in regard to the bimetallic proposals of 
the United States monetary commis- 
sion was issued by the British foreign 
office last night, and the following ac- 
count of the negotiations was taken 
from it. 


On the invitation of the British pre- 


mier, Senator Wolcott explained that 
the object of the mission was to ascer- 
tain in advance of an international 
conference, if one sohuld be called, the 
views of the government. The envoys 
had reached a complete and satisfactory 
understand!!^ with the Fieneh govern- 
ment for free coinage at a ratio of 15 1-2 
The senator then presented the following 
list of contributions which he suggested 
that Great Boitain might make:

A Marine Monstrosity WliicU Lives tn 


tile Deeper Seas. 


There is a monster in the North At- 


lantic waters which, would well nigh 
depopulato of summer residents any 
seaside resort if it should turn up off, 
short. It is not semi-mythical, like 
the sea serpent, but a marine creature 
well known, to science. At the same 
time, it has teen known at all only 
recently, which seems strange in view 
of the fact that it is the largest animal 
in existence, having a length, when 
full grown, of not less than 150 feet. 


Such is the calamary, or giant squid 


— a monster so enormous and so in- 
credibly ferocious that the scientifio 
date respecting it might well furnish- 
ing material for a child-haunting nur- 
sery tale, without any addition from 
the imagination. It has remained, un- 
til recently, almost unknown, by rea- 
son of its habit o£ dwelling in the deep- 
er seas. Thus the stories told about 
it have been received with incredul- 
ity. But now and then a specimen ol 
this strange and fearful genus does ap- 


I proach the land. An instance occur- 


j red on October 26, 1873, when two fish- 


ermen were out in a small boat nea^ 
the east of Belle Isle, in Conception 
Bay, Newfoundland. 


They saw a strange object floating 


on the water, and struck it with a 
gaff. 
Instantly the animal — for such 


it was — shot out two immense arms 
over the boat, trying to seize its as- 
sailants. One of the men, Theophilua 
Picot, cut off both arms with, an axe, 
whereupon the creature moved off rap- 
idly, darkening the water as it went, 
with an inky fluid.

ORIGIN OF THE WINDSOR FIRE. 


London, Oct. 23.—The reply of 
the 


g-overnment of India upon which Lord 
Salisbury based his decision is a long 
document, giving- an emphatic negative 
to the proposal to reopen the India mints.

At a recent congress of the leading men 


Of the country interested in philanthropy 
as exemplified in the Civic Philanthropic 
association, one of the principal themes 
was., "What to do with the ex-convict.'' 
It Si- a theme which has often engaged the 
atti iitioa of penologists. 


Ttie ex-convict is a branded man. 


\Vhen he conies out of prison it is exceed- 
ingly difficult for him to gel honest work, 
because every one holds him in suspicion 
*nd dislike. Consequently he is strongly 
tempted to resort to dishonest practices, 
to take to drink, to live in idleness and 
•in- in short, to become again a criminal, 
«n enemy and burden to society. 


There is a class of criminals and degen- 


tretes whose case is probably hopeless- 
When they ar« discharged from penal 
servitude their natural instincts lead 
them straight back to the 
old ways. 


Nothing will prevent these depraved 
creatures from breaking the laws of God 
and man except prison walls, and it 
scums probable that the only way to rid 
the world of this unfortunate class is to 
adopt some means that shall prevent 
the ir further propagation. 


On the other hand, many men who 


have found themselves within prison 
walls are not inherently bad. Evil asso- 
cia'ions, the habit of drink or some over- 
whelming temptation, have caused them 
to commit a crime for which they have 
afterwards most bitterly repented. When 
buck convicts receive their discharge they 
arc ready to begin life anew and by living 
honorable lives thenceforth wipe out the 
dk-graca of the past. 


Such ex-convicts ought to be given 


every chance to carry out their worthy 
resolutions. Instead, they are too fre- 
qnantly driven into despair by the frowns 
aii'l hostility of an unsympathetic and 
suspicious world until in bitterness of 
hi art they relapse again into crime or 
fcc Ipless inanition. 


A contemplation of these unfortunate 


farts, so out of keeping with the teachings 
oi the Founder of (Jhritianity, when he 
•raid to the Pharisees, "Let him who is 
without ain among you cast the first 
stone," leads us to suggest a remedial 
measure that might possibly be made ef- 
ftctive. Why would it not ba feasible for 
the state to provide work lor a limited 
time to ex-convicta of this class? 


The state keeps convicts at work while 


undergoing their sentence. As a matter 
of discipline and as a matter of humanity, 
modern penology recognizes the necessity 
of keeping prisoners at work. But the 
moment a prisoner completes his sen- 
tence b.3 is thrust out into the world, 
handicapped In his quest for employment 
by the stigma of prison walls. 


Would it not be better to offer him, if 


ha were so disposed, a chance to work at 
reasonable wages and for a limited time 
In some factory 
or at some employ- 


. rant maintained by the state for 


Andrew 1). White, ambassador from the 


United Stat es to the German court, is on a 
visit to London, and was interviewed in 
that city regarding the probable outcome 
of the strained feeling produced in Ger- 
many by the passage of the Dingley tariff 
bill. Ambassador White said: 


I do not believe thp.t Germany will in- 
augurate a. tariff war with the United 
States. 
The German press and many 
German statesmen have been 
bitter 


against the Dingley law, but I think they 
are now beginning to realize that an in- 
creased prosperity will enable tbe United 
States to buy as much as under the lower 
tariff. 


The United States does not seek a tariff 


war with Germany. The object of tue 
Dingley law is to piotect American inter- 
ests—not to injure those of other nations. 
Germany, which has herself in several 
cases built up a high wall to excludo from 
her markets the products of other lands, 
has certainly little reason to find tault 
with the United States. The sober second 
thought of her statesmen is likely to save 
her from the folly of a policy which 
would inj'ire consumers in 
Germany, 


more than it would injure producers iu 
the United States. 


It is highly probable that the reciproc- 


ity provisions of the Dingley tariff may 
be taken advantage of. 
Negotiations 


about to b i conducted by tbe reciprocity 
commissioners recently appointed by 
President McKinley may bring about im- 
portant results. Under the terms of the 
new tarifl law, treaty may be entered 
into with :i foreign country reducing the 
tariff rate one-flfth on specific products 
oftbat country in consideration of the 
admis?ion of American products into the 
treaty-maldng country on more favorable 
terms. In order to secure an American 
market for her beet sugar, Germany con- 
sents to remove some of the restrictions 
which have kept American beet and 
American hog products out of the Ger~ 
man markets for many years. Germany 
has not imported a single poued of Amer- 
ican freali beef during tha past three 
years; England, which is the greatest in- 
dustrial competitor of Germany, buys 
many millions of dollars' worth of Amer- 
ican beef every year. The working people 
of Germany would be better off if Amer- 
ican oeef were admitted to Germany, and 
many of them are beginning to realize 
this fret.

But he incidentally remarks that somo 
of the native snake doctors in Africa 
have a remedy, compounded of several 
substances, of which one is snake bile, 
and they are accustomed to administer 
it not only by introducing it into the 
patient's stomach (where it is proba- 
bly without effect), but also by rub- 
bing it into the wound, where it would 
be absorbed into the blood. 
It is 


probahle, therefore, that this wonder- 
ful provision of nature, which compels 
a serpent to secrete in one part of its 
system, a cure for the poison that it 
secretes in another, 
has long teen 


known in some 
of those 
countries 


where the information is most likely 
to prove beneficial to mankind.—New 
York Tribune.

Durir-E the psst few years unusual 


intern-, t his been taken in shredding 
fodclK-. Many have hesitated thinking 
that the shredded corn would not keep 
well in the mow or stack. When first 
practiced more or less 
fodder 
was 


sliredded in a somewhat damp condi- 
tion. It invariably heated in the mow, 
became musty and gave unsatisfactory 
results 
The fodder should not be rim 


through the machine until it is entirc- 
lj diy and well cured. It would be 
better over-dry than not dry enough, 
tn 18!io at the Indiana experiment sta- 
tion a'l of the corn fodder was shrccl- 
clcd. It kepi well in the mow, and 
was free from mustinoss. The cattle 
and sheep ate it freely, and it was 
used well into the spring. 


There are several points in favor of 


shredded fodder. It is more econom- 
ical to feed than the uncut corn. It is 
oaten tip cleaner by the stock than, 
most cut fodder, there being loss waste 
due to the absence of the hard, sharp- 
edged and short butt pieces of stalk 
usually found in cut fodder. The re- 
Fuse makes better material for bed- 
ding than does whole stalks or cut 
pieces, being liner and softer. It han- 
dles far better in the manure pile than 
does the entire stalk. 
It does not 


make the mouths of cattle sore, while 
that of coarsely cut fodder oftentimes 
ioes. It packs more economically in 
the mow than does uncut fodder 
The 


feeding value of shredded and cut fod- 
der is practically the same. 


Shredding is coming more and more 


into practice, and many farmers are 
making use o£ the process. Shredders 
and buskers combined are made, or 
the shredders may be bought sepa- 
rately. Baled shredded corn hay may 
now be found in the hay markets and 
it furnishes a valuable class of coarse 
food for horses, cattle and sheep. A 
ton of shredded fodder contains over 
three-fourths of a ton of 
digestible 


food for the animal body. In these 
times of low prices, the farmers of the 
country cannot afford to allow their 
fodder corn crop to go to waste, so 
long as it can bo uscrl instead of other 
rough stuff. Shredded, it may be han- 
dled and fed to the greatest advantage.

Friday evening. Tho hall was well filled 
with members of the post, Lincoln camp, 
Sons of Veterans, Woman's Belief corpsi 
associate members oi the post and the 
post's friends. There were a number of 
orominont men on the platform. Com- 
mander Tower presided. Clapp's band 
was present nnd furnished music. The 
first number on the program was a selec- 
tion by tho baud, which was heartily 
applauded. 


\\ hen Commander Tower gob up to 


say a tew introductory remarks, Com- 
lado Harvie moved that the speeches 
be limited to 10 minutes "lor most or us 
me like a "Waterbury watch" Captain 
Darby seconded the motion, provided ah 
amendment that the time be extended by 
vole of the audience be accepted. The 
motion was put and the result doubted. 
It was put again aud carried. 


Then Commander Tower continued his 


remarks saying that this was the first 
campflre the post was able to in its new 
building, of which, a year aero, the corner- 
stone was laid. He naked that the exer- 
cises be begun by the singing of two 
verses of America, only two for the others 
might be needed later. Tbe band played 
the air and tho verses were sung,

the school platform, such 
as Patrick 


Henry's. He repeated some to give tho 
character of the literary food on which 
the young people then were reared, AH 
through the country then were survivors 
of the war of 1S12 as the survivors of the 
war of 1SG1-65 are now, though not organ- 
ized. There was a great martini spirt 
among the boys then. Most villages had 
their boy's companies. Those were the 
days when the homogenous people lived 
happily out their lives, before the greed 
for gold, the debasement of men by ma- 
chinery and the introduction oj ignorance 
from western and southern Europe. But 
there came the greed of gold a«d the ig- 
norance and the love of many countries. 
Patriotism is the love of one's own coun- 
try. The true patriot expects to support 
the state, to guard it from foes within 
as well as without, and to the unselfish 
discharge of his public duties the state 
will owe its strength. True, hearty ser- 
vice in peace as well as in war exalts as 
well as enobles the patriot. 


The Tunnel City quartet then sang 
Marching Through Georgia" and was 


applauded. 


Senator George P. Lawrence was the 


next speaker. When he is in the pres- 
ence of members of the Grand Army he 
always feels that he should be a listener. 
He would rather hear from them of the 
heroic period of his country's history of 
which they were a part. Yet he is always 
glad of the opportunity to acknowledge 
his personal obligation to those who car- 
ried tho old flag in the years of 'Gland '65. 
It never was lowered in dishonor and 
waves today over the grandest nation on 
earth because of the sacrifices of the 
Grand Army. He loves to think of the 
principles of the Grand Army fraternity, 
loyalty and charity. What a fraternity! 
It is not necessary to speak of the loyalty. 
You were willing to give your life and 
what more can be given. Little is known 
of your charity. It hardly ever comes to 
light. Barely it comes to the public no- 
tice as the other day when that old sol- 
dier was near being buried in a pauper's 
grave. It is a cardinal principle of the 
Grand Army that none of its members 
shall die in an alms-hoube or be buried in 
a potter's field and it should be a cardinal 
principle of the United States govern- 
ment. The senator made a short refer- 
ence to the prominence that education 
has given the state and closed by wishing 
for Charles D. Sanford post, in the year3 
that are to come sunshine and prosperity. 


The band played "The Star Spangled 


Banner " 


John C. Grajr, superintendent of schools 


of Adams, was then introduced. He un- 
derstood that the subject was patriotism 
and cho question, How to keep alive the 
fire of patriotism that gave birth to the 
nation and 85 years later kept the word of 
tiea,%on from cutting it in twain. He 
thought that only by the public schools, 
that have served the nation ?o well, can it 
be kept alive, lie spoke of some of the 
methods that are being used in 
the 


scbools 
to 
inculcate 
patriotism—the 


pledging of alligcance to the flag and the 
study oi the country's history. 


Commander To»7cr then introduced a 


lady, the daughter of a veteran, froii the 
grandmother town, Savoy. Piewous to 
Llns introduction he said that he would 
like to introduce another comrade from 
.\dani3, the mother town, but that com- 
•ide had spoken recently before President 
McKmlcy and had declared he was not 
going to speak before a common audience 
like tins one. "That is C'ommander Mole 
of Sayles post." The young wormm from 
grandmother town was Miss Lizzie Baker 
and she gave a thrilling patriotic recita- 
tion. 
The quartet then sang "Tenting 


Tonight." 


C. W. Dennett was called and at first in- 


dulged in some pleasantry. He then told 
two stories of boiling down a speech, 
apropos of the motion of Comrade Harvie* 
jlr. Dennett thought if Patrick Henry 
ware alive today and made a speech like 
the one Mr. Archer quoted from, that a 
cry of "jingo" would go n'i. He believes 
thfil \vhen the recital of patriotic stories 


fails to stir the blood then Qod help the 
United States. One of the way» of devel- 
oping patriotism is to become familiar 
with the history of the country and the 
biographies of her great men, These will 
develop a strong and fervent patriotism. 
Mr. Dennett argued that tho United States 
should not be wholly controlled by other 
countries nor an international law inter- 
preted by the despots of Europe. 


Superintendent I. F. Hall does not be- 


lieve in education in patriotism because 
he 
believes in patriotism in educa- 


tion. There is quite a difference. The beat 
kind of patriotism that we can teach is in 
the general system of our public schools 
The best teaching of patriotism is indi_l 
rect. To teach it directly would spoil the 
whole matter. It's the leven that is hid- 
den in the bread that makes it good; it is 
the patriotism that is hidden in the public 
schools that is effective. Patriotism is 
caught rather than taught. 


Several 
short 
addresses 
followed. 


Among the other speakers were Silas 
Mason of Hartwellville, Comrade N. B. 
Baker of Savoy, Commander Mole of Ad- 
ams, Comrade Crosier of Williamstown 
and Mrs. Josephine Burdick, senior vice- 
president of the stat* department of the 
W. R. C.,Miss Lizzie Costello recited "The 
Dandy Fifth," and the quartet sang more 
songs.

DECISIONS IN CASES. 


Judgment Affirmed in Mechanics' Lien 


—Case of Interest in Adams. 


Three more rescripts in appealed cases 


in Berkshire were received at the clerk's 
office Friday from the supreme court. In 
the cases of James Bowes and Patrick 
Daly against C. E. Legate and others of 
Adams, judgment is affirmed. 
These are 


two of seven cases to enforce mechanics' 
liens! through some trouble with the eon- 
tractors of the armory building,and it was 
set up in defense that some of the stone 
was cut in Contractor Crowley's yard in 
North Adams and away from the place of 
the building. Lawyer Joyner as auditor 
heard the cases. The supreme court says 
that the auditor's report is to be treated 
as an agreed statement of facts. 
The 


labor was performed under circumstances 
implying consent on the part of the re- 
spondents on material which was desig- 
nated for the building of the respondents, 
and was in fact so used and was not 
adapted to or valuable ibr general use or 
sold in the market. The fact that Crow" 
ley may not have had a lien or had been 
paid, does not operate to prevent a lien by 
the petitioner. Judge Phelps was for the 
petitioner and Shaw & Harrington for 
respondents. 


In the case of Benedict against the New 


York, New Haven and Hartford railroad, 
the judgment of the commissioner is 
affirmed. The case is over title of land in 
Great Harrington near the station, which) 
although in the railroad location was 
abandoned years ago by them and which 
Benedict has title to. The court say that 
a copy of the record deed executed in 
lS-11 was competent, and that there was 
evidence to find the abandonment of tha 
casement. Judge Phelps heard the evi- 
dence as commissioner. A. Chalkey Col- 
lins was for the railroad company; Bid- 
well and Joyner for Benedict.

Our Prison Population, 


The Massachusetts prison association 


has taken (September 30) a census of the 
prison population of Massachusetts. The 
whole number of prisoners was 8057. Of 
this number G912 were males and 1X43 
were females. At the same date in 1896 
the number wab only 7322. The figures ot 
this year carry the prison population of I 
the state past the SOOO mark for the fiist 
time. Most of the increase of 533 upon 
the figures oi last year is found in the 
county prisons, and is mainly due to the 
commitment of more than the usual num- 
ber for drunkenness. Suffolk county con- 
tributes 260 to the total increase. The 
number at Deer Island has increased from 
1618 last year to 1870. The commitments 
to this institution are wholly petty offend- 
ers. At the state-prison there lias been 
an increase of 30, bringing the number up 
to 826, the largest in the history of the 
prison. There has been an increase of 50 
at the reformatory at Concord, and a de- 
crease of 45 at the women's prison.
